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INTRODUCTION. 



The plan of this practical handbook for Parliamentary 
and Municipal Registration Officers, as laid down two 
years ago for its first issue, will be found strictly ad« 
hered to in this edition, for the double reason that it 
has been favourably received by reviewers and othbrs 
competent to estimate its usefulness, and also because 
of our inability to devise a better plan. 

Only sections in force and cases that may be 
considered authorities have been inserted, so that it 
is hoped the book will present an exposition of the 
existing law upon the subject in the most concise and 
convenient form, as well as a guide to the decisions 
of the Courts on all points of previous dispute. 

No chronological arrangement of statutes has been 
attempted, for reasons too obvious to mention ; but 
those relating to particular subjects have been collected 
in their own ordfer. 

In the various tables, the qualifications of voters 
and the duties of registration officers are given with 
merely the mention of, and page reference to the 
statutes creating and ordering the same, while subse- 
quently the sections themselves are set out in full 
followed by notes and the most important cases 
bearing upon the same. 

In the notes that appear, such judgments have been 
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incorporated as led to the belief that they might be 
profitable both to persons engaged in the practical 
working of the Acts, as well as to any seeking infor- 
mation upon the subject, while cases now rendered 
useless by the new Act have been noted or removed. 

With reference to the suggestion that overseers 
should send notice of rates in arrear to ;^I2 occupiers 
in counties, we have drawn a form (see p. 41) appli- 
cable for that purpose. Several other original forms 
have been inserted where none have been provided 
by the Legislature. 

The unsettled and unsatisfactory state of the law 
at that time as to the precise meaning of the ter ns 
" house " and " dwelling-house," which was commented 
on at length in the previous issue, has now been re- 
moved by more definite explanations contained in 
the fifth section of the Parliamentary and Municipal 
Registration Act, the passing of which in the last 
session of Parliament was to a great extent owing 
to the exertions of Mr. A. G. Marten, Q.C., M.P. 

This Act (41 & 42 Vict. c. 26), which is exclusively 
treated of in Part IV. of the book, is confidently 
expected to facilitate the work of a large number of 
officials engaged in the labour of registration, no less 
than to effect in the towns to which it will apply 
a considerable saving of expense, and a veiy great 
simplification of the law as it previously existed. 

Among the changes made by the new Act should 
be noted the — 

Preparation and publication of combined lists of parliamentary and 
municipal voters in certain boroughs. 
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The substitution in all parliamentary boroughs and in those municipal 
boroughs connected with a parliamentary borough of the new 
Forms contained in the Schedule of the Act for those contained 
in the former Registration Acts. 

Permission to arrange lists according to streets, wards, and polling 
districts. 

Revision of burgess lists by revising barristers in boroughs parlia- 
mentary and municipal, and appeals from their decisions. 

As to appeals generally. 

Declaration by a lodger to be primA facie evidence of qualification. 

Joint qualification of lodgers. 
' Claim by lodger retaining same lodgings in successive years. 

Notices of objection are to contain the specific grounds of the same. 

Withdrawal of objections. 

Objections may be revived after the death of the objectors. 

Extended power of revising barrister to summon witnesses, &c. 

And the alteration of the time for computation of the period of 
qualification in all parliamentary and in all municipal boroughs. 

Part I. Still contains all that is applicable to 
counties, both as regards the qualification and regis- 
tration of county voters. Among the sections dealing 
with revision in counties are some applicable as well 
to revision in boroughs, which are not repeated, but 
only referred to when treating more particularly of 
revision in parliamentary boroughs. 

Part II. still contains all that is necessary to explain 
the qualification, registration, and revision of burgess 
voters in boroughs niunicipal only. 

Part III. now treats of parliamentary registration 
in boroughs that are parliamentary only ; while 

Part IV. deals exclusively with the working of the 
combined registration, parliamentary and municipal, 
under the new Act (which it contains in full), in those 
boroughs enjoying the double franchise. 

By this arrangement each part of the book will be 
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found complete in itself ; and by cross references all 
cumbersome repetitions of sections has been avoided. 

The different tables of qualifications and duties 
given with the former issue have been improved and 
extended in this, chiefly on account of the favourable 
reports from various quarters of their usefulness. 

Another addition to the already lengthy number of 
statutes bearing upon our subject was passed in the 
last session, chiefly through the efforts of Sir Henry 
Wolff, entitled the House Occupiers Disqualification 
Removal Act (41 Vict, a 3), to give relief to those 
whose names had previously been struck off the lists 
of borough voters on account of having underlet 
their houses during a portion of the qualifying period. 
But this disqualification removal affects only the oc- 
cupation required by the 3rd section of the Repre- 
sentation of the People Act, 1867, oli parliamentary 
voters in boroughs. No notice has been taken of the 
corresponding necessity imposed by the ist section 
of 32 & 33 Vict. c. 55, on burgess voters to occupy 
during the whole of the qualifying period. 

Perhaps these latter may be deemed worthy of 

attention in some future legfislative effort, when it is 

earnestly hoped that the law of Parliamentary and 

Municipal Registration may be consolidated into one 

convenient Act

These qualifications will be found clearly set forth 
on the pages immediately following in tabular form, 
with concise descriptions and a list of the creative 
statutes. In each case with the statute is a page 
reference to the section in full, where marginal 
and cross references are given to any amending or 
modifying section, while at the end of each section 
explanatory notes and notes of cases decided upon 
them will be found in smaller type. In the body 
of a section the words referred to in any case or 
foot-note will appear in italics with corresponding 
numbers. 

With regard to the Registration of County Voters, 
a similar plan has been pursued in enumerating 
the duties of Clerks of the Peace, Overseers, and 
Revising Barristers while making, publishing, and 
revising the lists, such duties being tabled in the 
order in which they should be performed. And all 
sections relating to appeals from the decisions of 
Revising Barristers are included in this part of the 
work.

The following are the sections referred to in the foregoing 
table, set out at length, with notes and cases thereon : — 

40^. Freeholds. 

" Item : Whereas, &c., our lord the King, &c,, 
hath provided, ordained, and established, &c., that 
the knights of the shires to be chosen within the 
same realm of England to come to the parliaments 
of our lord the King, hereafter to be holden, shall 
be chosen in every county of the realm of England 
by people whereof every one of them shall have 
free land or tenement to the value of forty shillings 

by the year at least above all charges , and 

such as have the greatest number of them that may 
expend forty shillings by the year and above, as 
afore is said, shall be returned by the sheriffs of 
every county knights for the parliament by in- 
dentures sealed between the said sheriffs and the 
said choosers so to be made " 

" County." The 10 Henry VI. c. 2, provided that each chooser 
should have a freehold of the requisite value '*in the same 
county " where he shall vote. 

By 8 Henry VI. c. 7, the franchise was only conferred upon 
owners of legal estates. An Act of William III. extended 
the privilege to trust estates, and this was conRrmed to 
equitable owners by following section of the Reform Act : — 

23. And be it enacted, that no person shall be 
allowed to have any vote in the election of a 
knight or knights of the shire for or by reason of 
any trust estate or mortgage, unless such trustee or 
mortgagee be in actual possession or in receipt of 
the rents and profits of the same estate, but that 
the mortgagor or cestui que trust in possession shall 
and may vote for the same estate, notwithstanding 
such mortgage or trust. 

This section is recited and then explained as 
follows by the Registration Act, 1843 : — 
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74. And whereas doubts have arisen as County

mortgage ; and that no trustee of any land or 
tenements shall in any case have a right to vote in 
any such election for or by reason of any trust 
estate therein, but that the cestui que trust in actual 
possession or in the receipt of the rents and profits 
thereof, though he may receive the same through 
the hands of the trustee, shall and may vote for the 
same, notwithstanding such trust. 

" Actual possession" in the statute means in actual possession of 
the cestui que trusty as distinguished from the trustee, and not 
as distinguished from the other cestuis que trust, (See/fr 
Willes^ y,f Gcunsford v. Freeman^ 35 L. J. C. P. 94.) 

No freehold estate, whether legal or equitable, is vested in share- 
holders incorporated under the Joint Stock Companies Act 
in any lands held by the company, their rights being confined 
to a proportionate share of the profits. {Bulmer v. Norris^ 
30 L. J. C. P. 25 ; see also Acland v. LewiSy 30 L. J. C. P. 29.) 

In the recent case of Askworth v. Hopper (i C. P. D. 178), in a 
deed reserving an absolute power of sale to the trustees 
thereof, it was held that such power of sale did not cut 
down the freehold interest which was created in the bene- 
ficiaries by the earlier part of the deed, inasmuch as it could 
only be exercised by the trustees for the benefit of the bene- 
ficiaries, and consequently the latter had such a freehold 
interest as would entitle them to be registered as voters for 
the county.

Costs of repairs, tenants* rates, and commission paid to an agent, 
if necessary for collecting rents, must be deducted from the 
gross value for the purpose of ascertaining whether the lands 
or tenement be of the qualifying amount ; and in cases where 
a number of persons claim as joint tenants, they are not 
entitled unless there be net value of 40$'. for each. (See 
Hamilton v. Bass^ 22 L. J. C. P. 29 ; Moor house v. Gilbertson^ 
23 L. J. C. P. 19 ; and Sherlock v. Steward^ 29 L.J. C. P. 87.) 

A rent charge granted in fee of 4ar. a year by deed con- 
taining no power of distress, is a freehold "tenement" 
within the 8 Hen. VI. c. 7, and confers a vote on the grantee 
who is in receipt of it, because the statute of 4 Geo. II. c. 28, 
s. 5, has given a remedy by distress for all rents charged 
upon land. {Dodds v. Thompson, L. R. i C. P. 133.) 

In the case of Wood v. Hopper (i C. P. D. 192), a person 
possessed of two several rent charges in fee issuing out of 
two several pieces of freehold land in the same county, 
neither of which rent charges alone was of the yearly value 
of 40f., but which together were of the clear yearly value of 
40^., was held to have free tenement within statute 8 Hen. 
VI. c. 7, and to be entitled to a county vote. 

And in the recent case of Dawson v. Robins (2 C. P. D. 38), 
where the reversion in fee of certain lands was conveyed to 
C, subject to certain terms of 1000 years created by an in- 
denture of demise reserving a ground rent and power of re- 
entry by default ; and where C. by deed granted to D. and 
four others a rent charge of 501. each, charged upon the land 
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with a power of distress in default of payment, the grantees County 

being in the actual receipt of the same, and the value of the Qualifications. 

reversion proved sufficient to bear the charges : it was held 

that the grantees of the rent charges had ** free land or tene- 
ment to the value of 4CXf. by the year " under 8 Hen. VI. c. 7, 
although the power of distress was nugatory. 

A statutory right to sit in a pew and hear divine service does not 
confer the freehold, and the right is in the nature of an ease- 
ment, and therefore is not a ** tenement " within the 8 Hen. 
VI. c. 7. {Hinde v. Chorlton^ L. R. 2 C. P. 104 ; 36 L. J. 
C. P. 79.) 

A parish clerk has no vote by right of his office. {Bushells, Eastis, 
31 L. J. C. P. 79.) 

In the case of Wallis v. Birks (L. R. 5 C. P. 222), lands of the 
value of 40^. per annum were duly conveyed in 1856 **to 
the use of C. and his successors, vicars of the vicarage of 
Holy Trinity, Cambridge, for the time being for ever." The 
incumbency was only a perpetual curacy, and the respondent 
became in 1866 incumbent as perpetual curate, and claimed 
to be entitled to vote for the county in respect of the land so 
conveyed ; and it was held that he was entitled to vote for the 
county, as he had at least an equitable freehold in the land. 

A peer of parliament cannot be placed on the register as a voter 
for a member of the House of Commons, and if so placed 
ought to be struck off by the revising barrister. ( The Earl 
of Beauchamp v. The Overseers of Madresjield^ L. R. 8 C. P. 

245-) 
An Irish peer is equally incapacitated, even though he is not a 

representative peer for Ireland. But if during the qualifying 

period and at the time of the registration he be elected a 

member of the House of Commons, and has not declined to 

act as such member, it would seem he may be placed on the 

register of voters. {Lord Rendlesham v. Hanoard, L. R. 9 C. P. 

252.) 

A woman, though possessed of 4OJ. freehold in a county, is not 

entitled to vote at the election of knights of the shire.

Qualifications, gagees and trustees. 

(i) ** In the actual possession." These words mean a possession in 

fact, as distinguished from a possession in law, an actual and 
not a constructive possession or receipt of the rent. Thus it 
was decided in the case of Murray v. Thorniley (15 L. J. 
C. P. 155; 2 C. B. 217), that a grantee of a rent charge 
under a grant at common law is not entitled to be registered 
unless he has been in the actual receipt of it for six months 
before the last day of July. (See also Hay den v. Tiverton^ 16 
L. J. C. P. 88 ; 4 C. B. I.) 
These two cases were fully commented upon and followed in the 
recent case of Webster v. The Overseers of A shton-under-Lyne 
(Orme's Case^ L. R. 8 C. P. 281), where A. on the 13th 
October, 1871, being seised in fee of certain lands, by inden- 
ture granted one of them " unto B., C, and D., and their 
heirs, one perpetual yearly rent charge of £% to be payable 
by equal half-yearly payments, in the months of April and 
October. To hold the said rent charge unto the said B., C, 
and D., their heirs and assigns, to the use of the said B., C, 
and D., their heirs and assigns for ever, as tenants in common, 
and in equal shares." The first half-yearly payment was duly 
made on the 5th of April, 1872. Held, first, that, the use 
being specific and not inconsistent with the rest of the 
habendum, the habendum must be read as specific, and so 
read, the deed operated as a grant at common law, and not 
under the Statute of Uses ; and therefore, secondly, upon the 
authority oi Murray v. Thorniley (2 C. B. 217) zndiHaydefi 
V. Twerton (4 C. B. i), that the grantees had not been in the 
** actual possession" of the rent charge for six calendar 
months previous to the last day of July, 1872, as required by 
the 2 Will. IV. c, 45, s. 26, and were not entitled to be 
registered in that year as county voters. And that case was 
held distinguishable from Heelis v. Blain (18 C. B. (N.S.), 
90 ; 34 L. J. C. P. 88), where it was held that where a rent 
charge is created by a conveyance to usesy the grantee imme- 
diately acquires actual seisure by the words of the 27 Hen. 
VIII., and after six months is entitled to be registered in 
respect thereof, notwithstanding he may not have received 
any part of the rent. There the grant was to B. and his heirs 
to have and to hold unto B. and his heirs to the use of A., 
B., C, D., E., and F., their heirs and assigns, as tenants in 
common.

— ^ it ha4 been the practice of the mayor and burgesses (who had 

rights of common of pasture over the wastes of the manor) 
for loo years and upwards to present to the lord individual 
burgesses for occupation of pieces of the common or waste 
lands, and most commonly with the addition, after naming 
such burgess — ** he to agree with the lord for the rent." In 
all cases the persons so presented took possession of the 
apportioned pieces of land, generally building cottages, &c, 
thereon, and paid the rents to the lord as he had fixed, such 
being very small sums, varying to circumstances. No duration 
of the holding was specified in such presentments, but, upon 
the death of me person presented, his personal representatives 
continued to occupy and pay rent to the lord without further 
reference to the court-leet. Held, that A. had sufficient 
freehold interest in the land so held by him (the value not 
being disputed) to entitle him to be registered as a voter for 
the county. Phillips v. Salmon (3 C. & D. 97). 

(2) "By marriage." The 20 Geo. III. c. 17, s. 12, enacts **That 

where any woman, the widow of any person tenant in fee or in 
tail, shall be entitled to dower or thirds, by the common law, 
out of the freehold estate which her husband died seised or 
possessed of, and shall intermarry with a second husband, such 
second husband shall be entitled to vote in respect of such 
dower or thirds, if such dower or thirds shall be of the clear 
yearly value of forty shillings or upwards, although the same 
has not been assigned or set out by metes or bounds, if such 
second husband shall be in the actual receipt of the profits 
of such dower, and the estate from whence the same issues 
is rated to and contributes* to the land tax in the name of the 
actual owner' of the lands or tenements from whence such 
dower or thirds arises or issues." 

(3) " Promotion to any benefice, or to any office." In West v. Rohson 

(27 L. J. C. P. 263) it was held that the fellows of a college 
who are entitled, as such, to a yearly payment under a will 
do not acquire an estate ** by devise," neither is their ap- 
pointment a promotion to an office within the 1 8th section 
of the 2 Will.

The words "or relating to the registration of voters" were in- 
serted after the Bill reached the House of Lords, but no 
direction was given in the Bill as to who should frame the 
instruments enumerated, nor is there any in the Act. 

Although the form of precept given above from 28 Vict. c. 36, 
(which is still in force) fails to meet the requirements of 30 & 
31 Vict. c. 102, nothing further upon the subject has been 
devised by the legislature, and clerks of the peace are there- 
fore compelled to act upon the power given them by s. 34 of 
31 & 32 Vict. c. 58, to modify the old precept conformably 
with the new state of the law. 

To meet the convenience of clerks of the peace, a new form

of the 40th section seems to be to prevent a bonA fide 
qualification from being defeated by a mere defect of form. 
The section is a remedial one, and should be construed 
liberally. 
Where overseers had improperly divided the parish into town- 
ships, with separate lists tor each, the revising barrister 
ordered them to be printed together, and corrected the 
headings. It was held that he had properly exercised his 
power of amendment. {Elliott w, St. Mary Within^ 4 C. B. 76 ; 
16 L. J. C. P. loi.) 

(2) ** Shall expunge the name." C. was entitled to be and was 
placed by the overseers upon the list of persons qualified to 
vote for the county by reason of the occupation of lands or 
tenements of the rateable value of ;f 12 or upwards per annum, 
prepared by them in pursuance of 30 & 31 Vict. c. 102, s. 30, 
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2o/>l Sept, to and 31 & 32 Vict c. 58, s. 19. This list, which was headed

days inclusive, was printed alphabetically after the list of persons entitled to 

vote in respect of property in the parish, and was signed at 

the end by the overseers ; but the printer, by a mistake, on 
the sheet which commenced with C.*s name inserted the head- 
ing applicable to the preceding list, viz., ** persons entitled to 
vote in respect of property." The overseers published the 
list as printed. There was no evidence that any person had 
in fact been misled. The revising barrister decided that there 
had not been a publication of the list as a ;f 12 list, and that the 
interpolated heading was not " a misnomer of a thing so de- 
nominated as to be commonly understood," within the mean- 
ing of sec. loi, and he therefore expunged the name of C. 
and all the names which followed his upon the list. The 
Court on appeal reversed his decision ; and held that there 
had been a sufficient publication of this part of the list as a 
£12 list. {Mather v. The Overseers of Allendale^ L. R. 6 
C. P. 273.) Also in Smith v. James (L. R. I C. P. 138) the 
qualification of a county voter was stated in the list to be 
** freehold share in Fulham Bridge." The voter was not 
objected to, but the revising barrister expunged his name 
from the list of voters on the ground that his qualification as 
stated in the list was insufficient in law to entitle him to vote 
according to the decision of the Court of Common Pleas in 
1864 in the case of Tepper v. Nichols (18 C. B. (N.S.) 121 ; 
34 L. J. C. P. 61), the Court having in that case decided that 
the shareholders in the Fulham and Putney Bridge have no 
qualification, and are not entitled to vote in respect of their 
shares therein. It was held that, the qualification being good 
on the face of it, the revising barrister had only power to 
expunge the name when it was properly objected to. 
See s. 28, (3) Shall not ** change the description of the qualincation . . . except 

sub-s. 15, for the purpose of more clearly and accurately defining the 

41 & 42 Vict. same." The latest decision of this point is contained in the 

c. 26, p. 271. case q{ Sherwin v. Whyman (L. R. 9 C. P. 243). There the 

qualification of a county voter was described in the third 
column of the list as ** rentcharge on freehold houses ;" and 
it was held that the description was sufficient as pointing to 
a freehold rentcharge, or that if not, the revising barrister 
ought to have amended. In that case Brett, J., delivered the 
following judgment : ** I take it as clear that the description 
of the qualification in the third column need never be strictly 
accurate. It is enough if, though the description be not 
strictly accurate, the qualification be sufficiently described to 
be capable of identification. If this description had been 
equally applicable to either of two different qualifications, I 
should have had the same doubts as I expressed in tlie 
cases of Towns hend v. Marylebone^ and Ford v. Boon ; I 
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should have doubted whether the qualification was so suffi- 20th Sept to 
ciently described as to be capable of identification. It is to 31J/ Oct.^ both 
be noticed, however, that the majority of the court in the days inclusive, 

former case, and the whole court in the latter, thought that 

a description capable of being applied to either of two dif- 
ferent qualifications was capable of amendment. That case 
is stronger than the present. Here the description, though 
not strictly accurate, because it might describe only a chattel 
interest, if it were the description of a qualification at all, 
could only be the description on one qualification, viz., a 
freehold rentcharge. Therefore, I incline to think that no 
amendment was required ; but the case of Howett v. Ste- 
phens, and Birks v. Allison^ which followed it, are absolute 
authorities for showing that the barrister might have 
amended. The barrister decided that it did not appear ex- 
pressly or by necessary implication that the rentcharge was 
freehold, and therefore that it followed that it was not a case 
of misnomer or inaccurate description, and consequently he 
had no power to amend. It seems to me that this decision 
was erroneous in point of law, and that he had power to 
amend. He ought, therefore, to have gone on, and satisfied 
himself whether the description was sufficient for the purposes 
of identification, and if so, then whether the voter had the 
qualification described. He stopped short, and inquired into 
neither of the two subsequent questions on the ground that 
neither expressly nor by necessary implication did it appear 
that the rentcharge was freehold. It appears to me that his 
decision was wrong, and must be reversed." And in the 
same case Grove, Jf., said: **I do not agree with the 
revising barrister that the nature of the qualification is to be 
so ex:actly described as to amount to a definition of it. Then, 
secondly, I do not think the power of amendment is limited 
to cases of 'inaccurate' description, within the loist sec- 
tion. The words of the two sections are different. That 
section speaks of an * inaccurate ' description ; the 40th 
section speaks of an 'insufficient' description. The power 
of amendment appears to me to depend wholly on the 40th 
section, and the test given by that section is whether an 
amendment will alter the nature of the qualification. It seems 
to me quite clear that the addition of the word * freehold ' 
in the present case would not have altered the nature of the 
qualification." 
The following are instances where it has been held that amend- 
ments are warranted under the 40th section : — The qualifica- 
tion of a person on the list of voters for a borough was 
described as "dwelling-house." The name being objected 
to, the voter proved such a joint occupation of a dwelling- 
house as amounted to a qualification in respect of a ** house " 
under the Reform Act (2 Will. IV. c. 45), ss. 27 and 29. The

days inclusive. (by Willes, Keating, and Collier, JJ. ; Brett, J., dissenting), 

that the revising barrister was right in retaining the name, 

but that the amendment was unnecessary. {Towttshend y, 
Maryiebonef L. R. 7 C. P. 143.) 
A claimant, in a borough in which freeholders have the franchise 
as well as occupiers, in his notice of claim described his quali- 
fication as " house.'' Held, a sufficient description of a quali- 
fication as occupier of a house under 2 Will. IV. c. 45, s. 27. 
Held, also, that the revising barrister had power to amend 
the inaccuracy of description under sec. 40 of 6 Vict. c. 18, 
by adding ** occupier of." {Ford v. Boon, L. R. 7 C. P. 150.) 
A person entitled to vote for a county by virtue of 2 Will. IV. 
c. 45, s. 20 (Chandos Clause), as occupier of a farm for which 
he was bond fide liable to a yearly rent of not less than 
;f 50, stated in the list as claimant the nature of his qualifica- 
tion to be ** £^0 occupier," and the situation of the property 
to be " Cambridge Road." Held, that the qualification as 
stated was sufficient in law, as pointing to a qualificatiou 
under the Chandos Clause, and that if the revising barrister 
was of opinion that it was not sufficiently described for the pur- 
pose of being identified, he ought to have amended it under 
6 Vict. c. 18, s. 40. (Howett v. Stephens, 5 C. B. (N.S.), 30 ; 28 
L. J. C. P. 105. See also Birks v. Allison, 13 C. B. (N.S.) 
12 ; 32 L. J. C. P. 51, which followed Howett v. Stephens.) 
In the case of Barlow v. Mumford (L. R. 2 C. P. 81, confirming 
the dicta in Flounders v. Dormer, 2 C. B. 63) p. 202, it was 
decided that the revising barrister was ri^iht in amending a 
^ notice of claim by inserting the number of the house, which 

had been omitted from the fourth colmnn. 
In the receijt case of Ballard v. Robins (3 C. P. D. 92), it was 
decided that there had been a mistake in a list which should 
have been amended and the voters named inserted in the list 
of ;£^I2 occupiers under the following circumstances. On the 
register of voters for a parish in a county the name of a voter 
appeared under the heading ** Voters in respect of property 
including occupiers of ;^50 and upwards." His true qualifi- 
cation was as a ;f 12 occupier, but his name had been omitted 
by the overseers from the list oi £\2 occupiers nor found out 
by them, and he had made no claim to be placed thereon, as 
provided by 31 & 32 Vict. c. 58, S..17. 
The following are instances where amendments are not warranted 

under the 40th section : — 
In the list of claims to vote for a county, the qualification of the 
claimant was described, ** Freehold rentcharge of ;f 16 per 
annum accruing out of freehold houses.'* The proof in sup- 
port of the claim was that the claimant was owner in fee of 
the land on which stood four houses, which he had let on

Where a party has occupied premises in immediate succession 
under the 28th section of the Reform Act {set post, p. 124), 
they ought all to be set forth. in the description of his quali- 
fication. Thus in Bartlett v. Gibbs (5 M. & G. 81 ; I Lutw. 
73) the voter had occupied two houses in succession, the first 
in West Street, the second in East Street, and in the fourth 
column of description **£ast Street" only was inserted ; it 
was held that as the claimant had occupied the house in 
East Street for less than twelve months, that house, without 
the addition of the house in West Street, did not confer a 
right to be registered ; and that no amendment could be 
made, for if the revising barrister were to insert West Street 
in addition to East Street, he would make " a change in the 
description of the qualification " not warranted by the pro- 
visions of the 40th section. (See Hitchens v. Brown, 2 C. B. 
25 ; I Lutw. 328, where the voter claimed as in last case, 
the word " House'* only appearing in the third column, but 
in the fourth column both houses were fully described. This 
description was considered sufficient ; but, at all events, the 
revising barrister could in this case amend under 40th section.) 
(4) " Person so objecting shall appear." Notices of objection having 
been duly served on certain voters, a notice was published 
by the objector in the local papers, on the 30th August, 
that the objector withdrew his objections ; he afterwards sent 
a notice to each voter that the objection was not withdrawn, 
but would be proc«eded with before the revising barrister. 
At the revision court the notices of objection were proved, 
but the voters objected that they ought not to be called upon 
to support their votes, as the objections had been withdrawn. 
The revising barrister decided that the objections had been 
withdrawn, and retained the names of the voters objected to 
on the list, without proof of their qualification : Held, that the 
revising barrister was wrong ; for that, on proof of each 
notice of objection, he was bound, under sec. 40 of 6 Vict. 
c. 18, to call upon the voter to prove his qualification and 
to strike off the name on failure of proof. {Proiidfoot v. Barnes, 
L. R. 2 C. P. 88.) This case also bears upon revision in 
boroughs except where overseers are the objectors ; see s.

If 
one party neglect to deliver his paper books the other must, 
or the case will be struck out. {Shedden v. Butt, 2 Lutw.

And the party who delivers for the other can make him pay 
the costs of so doing. (^Knowks v. Brooking, 6 L. T. 102 ; 

2 C. B. 226.)

In arguing the appeal the appellant begins. ( Webb v. The Over- 
seers of Birmingham, I Lutw. 6.) 

Only one counsel on each side can be heard. (Gadsby v. War bur- 
ton, I Lutw. 136.) 

The court will affirm the decision of the revising barrister, with 
costs, when the respondent appears to support it, but the 
appellant fails to appear {White v. Bring, 2 Lutw. 141 ; 
8 C. B. 13), though if it appear that the same point of law 
occurs in other cases, the court may suspend their judgment.

Although the respondent does not appear, it has been held that 
the appellant will not have judgment without the court 
hearing the grounds on which it is sought to reverse the 
decision of the revising barrister. {Pownall v. Hood, 2 Lutw.

141) the court refused a rule to restore an 
appeal to the list for argument in a case where the decision of 
the barrister had been reversed without argument on the I2th 
November, there being nothing to show that the register had 
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not been subsequently altered accordingly. The court will at 
qnce reverse the barrister's decision when the respondents 
counsel states his inability to support it, Jarvis v. Town 
Clerk of Shrewsbury^ 2 Lutw. 182 ; II C. B. 15.) 
Remitting ^^^ court will not remit the case to the revising 
case to barrister for a further statement of facts unless it is 
barrister, unable to see its way to a decision upon the case as 
stated. {Per Wilde, C. J., 2 Lutw.

Where a revising barrister signed the case and appointed the 
respondent in a consolidated appeal on the 31st October, the 
13th November being the first day for hearing registration 
appeals, and the appellant did not give notice to the re-

propriety of the determination of the revising barrister, it 
was not the intention of the legislature that costs should be 
awarded against the unsuccessful party." But in De Boirt' 
villey.

The preparation of burgess lists for boroughs mu- 
nicipal only will be found completely dealt with in 
this part of the book : firstly, as to the qualifications 
of burgesses, with the statutes and decisions affect- 
ing them ; and next, as to the duties of registration 
officers in the preparation and revision of burgess 
lists in those particular boroughs. These duties have 
also been set out in tabular form, and arranged 
according to the precedence of the dates of their 
performance. Although burgesses in boroughs 
parliamentary as well as municipal have the same 
qualification as in the boroughs to which this part 
of the book refers, the formation of their lists is 
differently provided for, and will be exclusively 
treated of in Part IV. under the new Act (41 & 42 
Vict. c. 26), to be called the Parliamentary and 
Municipal Registration Act, 1878.

Notes on Qualifications, 

(i) ** Every person." The removal of the disability of women by 
reason of sex has no reference to the disability by reason of the 
status of coverture. And the Married Woman's Property Act 
(33 & 34 Vict. c. 93) has no reference to the political dis- 
abilities of married women. It was therefore held in the case 
of The Queen v. Harrald^ L. R. 7 Q. B. 362 (on a rule for 
a quo warranto against a town councillor who had been 
elected by a majority of one), that a married woman, though 
qualified by occupation and payment of rates, and inserted in 
the burgess list, cannot vote at the election of town councillors. 
SernbUy that a woman who is rightly on the burgess Hst, but 
married before the election, is also disqualified from voting. 
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Burgess (2) "House, warehouse, counting-house, shop, or other building " 
Qualifications. (see notes, post, pp. 140-4). 

(3) ** Resided" within seven miles of the borough is now sufficient, 

though the party need not be a ** householder.^^ But that resi- 
dence must not be merely colourable : see The Queen v. The 
Mayor of Exeter {Dipstale^s Case, L. R. 4 Q. B. 114). In 
that case it was also decided that a joint occupation is a 
sufficient occupation to entitle a man to be placed on the 
list of burgesses. 

(4) ** Rated." The overseers in making out the poor rate are now 

required in every case to enter in the occupiers column of the 
rate book the name of the occupier of every rateable heredita- 
ment, and every such occupier shall be deemed to be duly 
rated or otherwise qualified (32 & 33 Vict. c.

(5) " Rates." To constitute a good rating the name of the person 

intended to be charged must appear upon the rate book. 
{Moss V. The Overseers of Lichfield, 7 M. & G. 72.) 

In the case of The Queens, Mayor of Bridgnorth (10 A. & E. 66), 
it was held that the payment of rates to entitle a person ta 
be put on the burgess fist of a borough must be a payment 
by the party's own act. It is not sufficient that another 
person without his authority pays the rate for him. But it 
would seem the payment of rates by the landlord, under an 
agreement with his tenant, who pays an advanced rent, has 
been held a payment by the tenant, under the Reform Act, 
1832. {Cook V. Lucketi, 2 C. B. 168.) 

The non-payment of an illegal rate, even though the party has 
not appealed against it, does not disqualify him. ( The Queen 
v. The Mayor of New IVindsor, 7 Q. B. 908.) 

(6) As to the receipt of parochial relief, the loth section of the 

5 & 6 Will. IV. c. 76 (Municipal Corporations Act), enacts, 
** That no medical or surgical assistance given by the chari- 
table trustees of any borough shall be taken to be such 
charitable allowance as shall disqualify any person from being 
enrolled a burgess as aforesaid, nor shall any person be so 
disqualified by reason that any child of such person shall 
have been admitted and taught within any public or endowed 
school." 

The fund out of which the relief is received must be a public 
fund, and administered as such, to constitute ''parochial 
relief." **A parochial fund must be one applicable to the 
general purposes of the relief of the poor ;" per Lord Tenterden 
in The Queen v. Inhabitants of Halesworth (3 B. & Ad. 717). 

Parochial relief given to a man's father is not relief given to the 
man himself so as to disqualify him as a burgess of a borough. 
{The Queen v. Ireland, L. R. 3 Q. B. 130.) 
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See also cases in receipt of alms, parochial relief, &c., pp. 176-7. Burgess 
Temporary insanity would probably be considered sickness. Qualifications, 
{Burton v. Eyden^ L. R. 8 Q. B. 295.) 

Distances, 

The 76th section of the Registration Act (6 
Vict. c. 18) is as follows : — 

And whereas doubts have arisen as to the 6 Vict. c. 1%.

In this section the point within the borough is not laid down to 
which the measurement shall be made from the house of the 
voter, and in the absence of any direction to compute the 
distance from a central spot or well-known building, such 
as the town hall, within the borough, the correct measure- 
ment is considered to be from the residence of the voter to 
the nearest point in the borough (as the crow flies).

It can only be used as 
an accessory to a building for the sole purpose of making up 
the value of ;^io.*' And in the latter case {Cook v. Humber) 
the same learned Judge lays it down that, ** The qualification 
under this section is compounded of four elements —tene- 
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ment, value, occupation, and estate. There must be, for 
tenement, a house, warehouse, counting-house, shop, or other 
building analogous thereto ; there must l)e for value annually 
£io\ there must be occupation — that is, actual exercise of 
the rights of the owner of a house in possession during the 
requisite time ; there must be an estate in the tenant, either 
in fee or lease. If these four distinct elements are combined 
in the claimant, he is qualified ; but otherwise he is not. 
Now, although they must exist in combination in order to 
qualify, still, in inquiring into the existence of the combina- 
tion, each element must be separately ascertained. First, is 
the claimant a tenant ? Secondly, is he an occupier ? Thirdly, 
is the tenement sufficient in value ? and Fourthly, in kind." 
Every male." Women are not entitled 'to the Parliamentary 
franchise 

" Of full age.'' In the case of Pmoell v. Bradley (i8 C. B. N. S. 
65), Erie, C.J., decided that it is sufficient if the claimant 
was of full age previous to the day of registration, though he 
was not of full age during the whole year of occupation ; 
but this judgment has been dissented from in the very recent 
case of Hargreaves v. Hopper (i C. P. D. 195), see ante^ 
p. 19, the court being there unanimous that the claimant 
must be of age on the last day of the qualifying year. 

"Legal incapacity," See ante^ p. 8. 
Who shall occupy," as " tenant," or ** owner f The statute 
requires some permanent occupation of, and some inde- 
pendent interest in, the property. The ownership, or the 
tenancy with rating, indicates some independence ; in other 
words, the requirement of at least a tenancy excludes some 
occupations of less independence, such as of servants for 
their service : for example, the porter to a lodge ; the 
gardener at a dwelling in the garden ; and also such as 
that of a surgeon to a hospital of rooms therein. (Per Erie, 
C. J.f\Cook V. Humber.) Seepostf p. 139. And it has been 
held that an officer in the employment of Government, who is 
required to occupy a house rent free belonging to and selected 
by Government for the better performance of his duties, has 
not such an occupation as tenant within the 27th section of 
the Reform Act. {Dobson v. Jones^ 13 L. J. C. P. 126.) This 
case was fully commented upon and approved in the recent 
case of Smith v. Seghill(lj. R. 10 Q. B. 422). See/^j/, p. 159. 
Where, however, a master ropemaker occupied a house in the 
dockyard belonging to the Admiralty, of the value of ;f 40 per 
ann. as part remuneration of his services and for his exclusive 
use (no part being required for Government purposes), the 
poor rates and taxes for which he was rated being paid by 
the Paymaster-General as part of his remuneration, and he 
would have had an increased salary if he had not occu- 
pied the house, or had he paid the rates himself he would 
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have been recouped to the same amount ; it was held that Borough 
the ropemaker was a tenant under the 2/th section, and en- QuaUficaHons. 
titled to a vote. (Hughes v. Overseers of Chatham^ i Lutw. £lO occupiers, 
57 ; 5 M. & G. 54.) The distinction here laid down by — ~* 

Tindal, CJi, was that which governed the decision in 
Dobson V. Jones^ supra^ as in that case the occupancy was 
necessary for the full performance of the occupier's duties, 
and not such a part of the remuneration for his services, as, if 
he had elected to reside elsewhere, he would have received 
an allowance for rent in another house. 

The occupation of premises by the objects of a charity, occupying 
under the permission of the trustees of the charity, does not 
confer a vote. (Davis v. JVaddingion, 14 L. J. C. P. 45.) 
Military Knights of Windsor come under this head. (Heartlev 
V. Bankes, 28 L. J. C. P. 144.) See also Durant v. Bridge- 
water ^ 1 1 C. B. (N.S.) 7, as to lay Clerks of Windsor ; also. 
Fryer v. Bodenham (19 L. T. C. P. (N.S.) 645) ; Durant v. 
Carter^ and Ford v. F^e (L. R. 9 C. P. 261, 296). 

Where the premises of which A. was the sole lessee were occupied 
by him and his three partners for their joint business, the 
three partners were held to occupy as tenants within the 
above 27th section of the Reform Act (Rogers v. Harvey^ 28 
L. J. C. P. 17.) 

In the case of Harris v. Atnery (L. R. i C. P. 148) it was held that 
a partnership of more than twenty persons, formed ostensibly 
for the purpose of farming land, and not registered under the 
Companies Act, 1862 (25 & 26 Vict. c. 89, s. 2), was illegal, 
and that the partners not being able to show that they were 
in occupation without setting up the illegal agreement, had 
no qualification under sec. 27 of the Reform Act 

An occupier of part of a house may be qualified by reason of his 
occupation, although he may not have a key of the outer 
door, or may not have uncontrolled access to the tenement, 
or be free from any servitude or rights of entry reserved by 
the landlord, which affect only the value of the tenement, if 
from any other circumstances it appears that the party claim- 
ing the qualification is substantially tenant of a separate 
dwelling, and not merely of apartments in the house of 
another, the true question being not what is the nature of the 
occupation, but what is the nature of that which is occupied, 
(Cook V. Humbert 31 L. J. C. P. 73.) The cases of Fitts v. 
Smedley (14 L. J. C. P. 73), Formsey v. Perkins (14 L. J. C. P. 
75), Scores v. Hu^ett (14 L. J. C. P. 74), and Toms v. 
Luckett (17 L. J. CT P. 27), were considered in the same 
case of Cook v. Humber^ and the law as to the sufficiency of 
the ** occupation " therein laid down was approved. 

(5) ** Any house." As to what constitutes a house under the 27th As to separate 
section, in the before mentioned case of Cook v. Humber dwelling, see 
(31 L. J. C. P. 73), in the judgment of Erie, C. J., it is laid infra. 
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down as follows : ** As to the kind of tenement that qualifies, 
that statute *has described two classes of buildings, namely, 
those used for residential, and those used for commercial 
purposes ; a house for residence, and a warehouse, counting- 
house, shop, or other analogous building for commerce." 

Formerly a part of a house could not be considered ** a house" 
unless there was what was termed ** actual severance." The 
following is an illustration of such a *' severance" as was 
required by the 27th section. 

The claimant was tenant of the whole of the upper floor of a 
building ; his holding consisted of two rooms opening into 
the common staircase. The staircase was approached from 
the end of the street by a passage, at the end of which, next 
to the street, was a door which could be closed, but had no 
lock or fastening of any kind. The floors were occupied by 
other tenants in a similar way. The claimant had exclusive 
control of the door leading to his rooms, which were com- 
pletely severed from the rest of the building. Held that he 
was tenant of a house within the meaning of the 2 Will. IV. 
c. 45, sec. 27, and therefore entitled to the borough franchise. 
(Henrette v. Booths L. J. C. P. 61.) See also Thompson v. 
IVardf post, p. 156, under the head "Dwelling-house." 

Great doubts having arisen owing to numerous and conflicting 
decisions upon the subject, as to the meaning of the words 
" house, warehouse, counting-house, shop, or other building," 
and under what circumstances a part of a house would 
constitute "a house " within the above 27th section, an Act 
of Parliament (41 & 42 Vict. c. 26) has been passed con- 
taining a section intended to set these doubts at rest and 
reconcile the cases upon the point. 

The cases are Cook v. Humber, above mentioned, Judson v. 
Luckett (2 C. B. 197), Wilson v. Roberts (31 L. J. C. P. 78), 
Downing v. Luckett (17 L. J. C. P. 31), Piercy v. Maclean 
(L. R. 5 C. P. 252), Henrette v. Booth, above mentioned, and 
Smith V. Lancaster (L. R. 5 C. P. 246, relating to chambers 
in the Temple) ; and as the Act is intended to embody the 
result of those decisions it will not be necessary to set them 
out in this edition. The section of the new Act is as 
follows : 

5. In and for the purposes of the Reform Act, 
1832, and the Municipal Corporation Acts the 
terms, " house, warehouse, counting-house, shop, or 
other building," shall include any part of a house 
where that part is separately occupied for the pur-

The interpretation contained in this section of See/i;j/, p. 
"dwelling-house" shall be in substitution for the "Dwelling- 
interpretation thereof contained in section sixty-one house." 
of the Representation of the People Act, 1867, but 
not so as to affect any of the other provisions of 
the said Act relating to rating. 

(6) " Other buildings." The judgment of Erie, C.T., in the case of 
Powell V. Boraston (34 L. J. C. P. 73), lays down clearly the 
law on this subject : He says : "We are aware of the impos- 
sibility of defining clearly what is included in the class described 
in the statute by the words * other building,' and of the diffi- 
culty of affirming that a thing is not in a class when the boun- 
dary of a class is unknown. We are also aware of the immense 
variety of structures which are sufficient buildings, considering 
the locality, and the use for which they are adapted in that 
locality. Still we are of opinion that the intention of the 
legislature would be defeated, and the words indicating the 
class of buildings which qualify would be without any 
effect, if anything which could be called a building was held 
sufficient. It ought to be in some degree adapted both to 
be used by man, either for residence or for the industry to 
which the statute relates ; and also to have the degree of 
durability which is included in the idea of building. The 
shed in question fulfils neither of these conditions. The 
boards are nailed to the posts for the purpose of performing 
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the part of a shed to the revising barrister, not for any 
purpose connected with the interest of the occupier, and 
the structure was so frail as to have been destroyed in 
part before the required year had elapsed. The legislature 
intended that buildings should give the primary qualification, 
and that the land should be a secondary resort if the building 
was not worth ;^io per annum. But land should become the 
primary qualification if a shed of no value, added to land of 
the required value, was held to qualify. We are aware that 
the question whether a building Qualifies, is more a question 
of fact than law, to be answerea by the revising barrister, 
performing the part of a jury, in applying the law to the 
facts before him. We are also aware of the soundness of the 
principle laid down in Watson v. Cotton (17 L. J. C. P. 58), 
that if the revising barrister finds the building in question to 
be within the statute, the court will make every presumption 
for the purpose of supporting his finding, and will not 
reverse it unless the case shows it to be erroneous. We 
adopt these principled as sound. Still we think that this 

decision here is shown to be erroneous In deciding 

whether a building is within the Act, the revising barrister 
is bound to give effect to the intention of the legislature 
expressed in the statute, and in so doing to be assisted by any 
rule of construction laid down in any of the cases relating 
thereto ; but his attention should never be turned from the 
statute which he has to apply ; and though general principles 
of construction laid down by the judges may help to guide 
his decision, the specific facts of one case form a very falla- 
cious guide in the decision on other specific facts supposed to 
resemble them." 

As far as the purpose for which a structure may be used, in order 
to constitute *'a building" within the statute (2 Will. IV. 
c. 45, s. 27), there is no distinction between agricultural 
and commercial industry, and a building really used for 
warehousing manure, kept there for the purposes of the land, 
is sufficient to qualify, as far as its use is concerned. See 
Morish v. Harris^ Gillan v. The Same, Mason v. The Satne^ 
Adams v. The Satne^ Front v. The Same^ Berry v. The Same^ 
Hodges V. The Same^ 35 L. J. C. P. lOi ; L. R. i C. P. 155. 

In the above-mentioned case of Powell v. Boraston (34 L. J. C. P. 
73) it appeared that the claimant for a vote in the borough 
of K. occupied as tenant land of the yearly value of more 
than £,\o within the borough. When ne first took the land 
there was no building upon it In 1862 an electioneering 
agent, having no interest of any sort in the land, caused to 
be erected a shed made of boards nailed to posts, and the 
claimant had used the shed by keeping therein some of his 
agricultural instruments. There was no evidence that the 
landlord had any knowledge of the shed having been placed 
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on the land. And it was held — First, that though as a fact Borough 
the revising barrister had found otherwise, this shed was not Qualifications, 
a ** building " within the meaning of 2 & 3 Will. IV. c. 45, 2^10 occupiers, 
s. 27, not lx:ing used either for residential or commercial pur- ■ 

poses. And, secondly, that the claimant did not occupy it in 
the capacity of tenant, for there was nothing to show that it 
had become parcel of the freehold so as to vest in the land- 
lord subject to the interest of the tenant during the term. 

The case of Watson v. Cotton (17 L. J. C. P. 68) considered. 

In Morish v. Harris (L. R. I C. P. 155) the voter occupied, at a 
rate exceeding £^\o per annum, a piece of land with a stone 
building, roofed, upon it. The building had four walls and 
a door, and was used by the tenant for keeping guano and 
other manures, which he used upon the land. Held, that 
there was nothing in the character of the building, or in the 
use to which it was applied, to prevent it being such a 
" building" as to satisfy the requirements of the 27th section 
of the Reform Act (2 Will. IV. c. 45). 

Where the revising barrister had found that the building demised 
with the land was of a permanent nature, and useful for the 
occupation of the land upon which it was placed, and, on the 
case being sent back to him for amendment, stating whether 
the land w^ith the building was of more real value to let than 
the land would have been without the building, further found 
that "the building was worth about 5^. a year to the 
tenant ** : — 

Held, that inasmuch as the building bond fide added to the real 
annual value of the land to let, though in a small degree 
only, the qualification was sufficient. {Morish v. Harris,) 

(7) " Therewith '* in the 27th section of the Reform Act refers to time 

and not to locality, and consequently land at a distance 
from a building, if both be occupied during the qualifying 
period by the same person as owner, or as tenant under the 
same landlord, may be valued with the building, for the 
purpose of making up a borough qualification. {Collins v. 
Tewkesbury^ 2 Lutw. 219.) 

(8) ** Under the same landlord." The assignment to a stranger of the 

reversion in a part of a house and land on a demise, under 
which the tenant took all the premises from one landlord, 
does not destroy such tenant's qualification under 2 Will. IV. 
c. 45, s. 27, as occupier of a house with tlie land '* under 
one landlord," so long as the tenant continues to hold under 
his original taking. (See French v. Tucker ^ Smerdon v. The 
Same, Bickley v. The Same, 29 L. J. C. P. 93.) 

(9) ** Of the clear yearly value of not less than ;f 10." Whether pre- 

mises are of the clear yearly value of ;^io within the meaning 
of 2 Will. IV. c. 45) s. 27, is a question of fact upon which 
the revising barrister must decide for himself. (Coagan v. 
Luckettf I Lutw. 447 ; 2 C. B. 182.) In that case Erie, C.J., 
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Borough said : " I think the fair principle to be adopted in ascertain-

ordinarily have to pay." In ColvilU v. Wood (i Lutw. 483, 

2 C. B. 210) it was held that the fair annual rent of premises 
is the proper criterion of their ** clear yearly value " within 
the above 27th section of the Reform Act, without making 
any deductions for landlord's repairs or insurance. In 
Deivhurst v. Fielding (7 M. & G. 182) it was decided that 
although land may be joined with a building to make up the 
value of;£'io, two separate buildings cannot be joined together 
in order to constitute a right to be registered as a borough 
voter under the 27th section of the Reform Act. And in Powell 
V. Price ( 16 L. J. C. P. 139) where a voter occupied a house and 
shop on the opposite sides of a yard, inclosed all round except 
for a passage, which was open to the street, two persons 
resided in the yard besides the voter, and had a right to the 
use of part of the yard, it was held that the house and shop 
could not be joined to give a qualification to vote. But in 
the case of Jolliffe v. Hice (i8 L. J. C. P. 25) a coachhouse 
and stable (of the yearly value of J6 'o) under the same roof 
with no internal communication except two grated windows, 
looking from one into the other, and with separate outer doors, 
were held to be a building within the 27th section of 
the Reform Act, and capable of conferring a vote for a 
borough. 
(10, 11) * *Shall have been rated " and * 'shall have paid " all poor rates. 
Where a rate bears upon its face the name of the occupier, 
the premises for which he is rated, the rateable value thereof, 
and the amount of the rate, such rating is sufficient under the 
27th section of the Reform Act. Payment of the entire rate 
by any of the pai:ties jointly rated is a payment by each of 
the joint occupiers of his respective rate within the meaning 
of the same section. ( Wright v. The Town Clerk of Stock- 
port^ I Lutw. 32 ; 13 L. J. C. P. 50.) See also note p. 136. 

When a tenant was rated for premises, the rates of which were 
paid by Government, in part remuneration for the tenant's 
services. Held, that as he was liable, and the payment was 
made on his account by those whom he procured to make such 
payment, it was made by him within the meaning of the above 
27th section of the Reform Act and the 75th section of the 
Registration Act (see/^j/, p. 153). (Hugh v. 7'he Overseers 
ofChatham, dr»^., I Lutw. 51 ; 5 M. & G. 54 ; 13 L. J. C. P. 
44 See also the cases of Moss v. The Overseers of St. Michctel^ 
Lichfield, I Lutw. 184 ; 14 L. J. C. P. 56 ; and Cook v. Luckett, 
2 C. B. 168 ; I Lutw. 432 ; post, pp. 154-157.) 

In the case of Baker v. Locke (34 L. J. C. P. 49) it appeared that 
a poor rate allowed by two magistrates had been made by the 
majority of the parish officers, but such majority had been 
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obtained by an assistant overseer joining in making the rate. /)>< rjugh 
This assistant overseer had been appointed by the vestry to Qu.ilijications, 
perform all the duties incident to the office of overseers except ^^lo occupiers. 

the collection of rates, and it was held that this rate was so far 

presumably valid that its non-payment by a party claiming a 
borough franchise was a disqualification to his being on the 
register of voters. 

A person is not disqualified by the Reform Act, section 27, from 
being on a borough register of voters because he has not paid 
some arrear of a poor rate in respect of which he was not 
rated, and which had never been demanded of him, but 
which had been made on the qualifying premises prior to his 
occupation, and which the 17 Geo. II. c. 38, s. 12, makes the 
incoming tenant liable to pay in proportion to the time he 
occupied. See the judgments of Erie, J., and Willes and 
Keating, JJ., in Flatcher v. Boodle (34 L. J. C. P. 77). 

The question of rating is one which ought to be decided by an 
inspection of the rate itself, and any evidence of the intention 
with which it was made should be rejected. (Parietite v. 
Lucketty I Lutw. 441 ; 2 C. B. 177.) 

In the case of Rogers v. Lewis (29 L. J. C. P. 85) it was decided 
that the name of a person claiming to be registered for a 
borough, under the 2 Will. IV. c. 45, s. 28, in respect of 
different premises occupied in immediate succession for twelve 
months, need not have been entered in the rate-book : pro- 
vided he had paid the rates, he is entitled to be registered. 
Semble per Erie, C.J., that even in the case of a person who 
has occupied the same premises for twelve months, pay- 
ment of rates by him, provided he be the person intended 
to be rated, although his name does not appear in the rate- 
book, will satisfy the words of the 27th section, which requires 
that he shall have been rated and shall have paid the rates. 

(12) "Shall have resided." G., who claimed to have his name re- 

tained on the register of voters for the borough of K., had 
been in prison six months in a gaol more than seven miles 
from the borough for an assault without the option of paying 
a fine. The six months expired in August in the year for 
which he claimed to be entitled to be registered. Held, that 
as by his own criminal act he had debarred himself of the 
power of residing within the borough, he had not the neces- 
sary qualification. {Powell v. Guest^ 24 L. J. C. P. 69 ; 11 
L. T. (N.S.) 599. See also Whithorn v. Thomas^ p. 170.) 

(13) " Within seven statute miles." As to the measurement of dis- 

tances, see section 76 of the Registration Act, 1843 (6 Vict, 
c. 18) {antey p. 113). But as regards distances in the City 
of London, it is enacted by the R. P. Act, 1867 (30& 31 Vict, 
c. 102, s. 46), ** that no person shall be registered as an elector 
for the said city unless he shall have resided for six calendar 
months next previous to the last day of July in any year, nor 
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Borough ^c entitled to vote at any election for the said city unless be

deemed to have been rated to the relief of the 
poor in respect of such premises from the period 
at which the rate shall have been made in respect 
of which he shall have so claimed to be rated as 
aforesaid : Provided always, that where by virtue 
of any Act of Parliament the landlord shall be 
liable to the payment of the rate for the relief of 
the poor in respect of any premises occupied by his 
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tenant, nothing herein contained shall be deemed Rating, 
to vary or discharge the liability of such landlord ; 
but that in case the tenant who shall have been 
rated for such premises in consequence of any such 
claim as aforesaid shall make default in the pay- 
ment of the poor's rate due in respect thereof, such 
landlord shall be and remain liable for the payment 
thereof in the same manner as if he alone had been 
rated in respect of the premises so occupied by his 
tenant. 

This section has been applied to ;£'i2 occupiers in counties by 
the 30th section of the Representation of the People Act, 1867 
(30 & 31 Vict. c. 102). 

A claim to be rated under this section may be made to an assistant 
overseer who has been duly appcunted to his office by two 
justices in accordance with the 59 Geo. III. c. 12, s. 7 
although he be subsequently appointed overseer, and his 
salary be afterwards raised, and there is no re-appointment 
by the justices. {Gaunter v. Adams^ 33 L. J. C. P. 68.) 

Until a rate be perfected by publication and allowance, the last 
valid rate made in the parish continues in force. Therefore, 
where a rate was made under a local Act for thirteen weeks, 
from the i6th of September till the i6th of December, and 
another rate was made on the 23rd of December, which was 
not published till the 5th of January following j it was held, in 
the CB&eoiBushellv. Ltukett (i Lutw. 398, 15 L. J. C. P. 89), 
that an occupier claiming on the 27th of December to be put 
upon the rate for the time being, pursuant to stat. 2 Will. IV. 
c« 4S» s. 30, must be deemed to have been rated to the Sep- 
tember rate, as the rate for the time being. 

The voter' so claiming to be rdted must pay or tender all rates 
due in respect of the premises, whether fr(»n himself or a 
former occupier. And such tender must be sufficient. Thus 
in the case oi Bishop v. SmedUy (i Lutw. 384 ; 17 L. J. C. P. 
73), the appellant not being rated to the poor for the house 
which he occupied, delivered to the overseer a notice of 
claim to be rated, at the same time asking him whether 
any rates were due. The overseer replied he did not know ; 
and the appellant, who had more money in his pocket than 
was sufficient to pay the rates, said, ** If there are, I am pre- 
pared to pay them. The overseer then said, ** I will see to 
It ;" upon which the appellant went away. Held that this 
was not a tender of the amount due within the meaning of 
Stat. 2 Will. IV. c. 45, s. 30. 

This claim need not be repeated, for by sees, i and 2 of the 
14 & 15 Vict. c. 14, it is enacted as follows : —

Sec. 3 of above Act (14 & 15 Vict. c. 14) had reference to com- 
position with landlords for poor rates ; these are no longer in 
force, for the 7th section of the Representation of the People 
Act, 1867 (30 & 31 Vict. c. 102), enacts as follows : — 

7. Where the owner is rated at the time of the 
passing of this Act to the poor rate in respect of 
a dwelling-house or other tenement situate in a 
parish wholly or partly in a borough, instead of 
the occupier, his liability to be rated in any future 
poor rate shall cease, and the following enact- 
ments shall take effect with respect to rating in all 
boroughs :

(2.) That nothing therein contained shall affect 
any rate made previously to the passing 
of this Act, and the powers conferred by 
any subsisting Act for the purpose of col- 
lecting and recovering a poor rate shall 
remain and continue in force for the col- 
lection and recovery of any such rate or 
composition ; 

(3.) That where the occupier under a tenancy 
subsisting at the time of the passing of 
this Act of any dwelling-house or other 
tenement which has been let to him free 
from rates is rated and has paid rates in 
pursuance of this Act, he may deduct 
from any rent due or accruing due from 
him in respect of the said dwelling-house 
or other tenement any amount paid by 
him on account of the rates to which he 
may be rendered liable by this Act. 

This clause (the 7th) does not expressly refer to the Small Tene- 
ments Acts ; but, assuming the existence of the mode of 
rating introduced by them, and confining the new legislation 
to parliamentary boroughs, enacts that, ** Where the owner 
is rated at the time of the passing of the Act in respect of a 
dwelling-house or other tenement, instead of the occupier, 
his liability to be rated in any future poor rate shall cease." 
The clause then proceeds to enact, that, " after the passing 
of the Act, no owner of any dwelling-house or other tene- 
ment shall be rated to the poor rate instead of the occupier." 

If the clause had stopped there, it would have been clear ; but 

it adds, "except as hereinafter mentioned." These words 

clearly point to an exception in which provision will be made 

for some cases where, after the passing of the Act, owners 

shall still be rated ** instead of the occupiers." The operation 
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of the 7th clause, taken as a whole, will be, that occupiers of 
small houses, and of separate parts of houses, as chambers, 
will for the future be liable to be rated, notwithstanding the 
Small Tenements Acts, whatever the value of their holding, 
and that the owner will no longer be rateable in respect of 
ttiem ; and, so far as rating is concerned, such occupiers will 
be qualified to vote upon the occupation franchise ; but that, 
as regards occupiers of lodgings, when the house is wholly 
let out in apartments, as in this case, not separately rated 
when the Act passed, the owners and not the occupiers must 
be rated, and the occupiers will be entitled to vote, if at all, 
upon the lodger franchise. See judgment of Montague 
Smith, J., in Stamper v. The Overseers of Sunderland 
(L. R. 3 C. P. 388). The appellant and five other persons each 
occupied a room in a six-roomed dwelling-house in a parish 
within a parliamentary borough, and had the use in common 
of the street door, passage, staircase, and domestic con- 
veniences ; the owner did not occupy any part of the premises, 
nor retain any control over the tenants, each of whom had 
the exclusive possession of his own room. At the time of 
the passing of the Representation of the People Act, 1867, 
the owner was rated in respect of the whole house, instead of 
the occupiers, by virtue of the Small Tenements Acts (13 & 
14 Vict. c. 99). After the passing of the Representation of 
the People Act, the overseers of the parish made a rate, in 
which each of the six occupiers was separately rated : — Held, 
that the owner of the house, and not the several occupiers, 
was rateable ; for that the house came within the exception 
in section 7. {Stampers, The Overseers of Sunderland.) See 
above. 

This case does not apply where the Small Tenements Act was not 
in force at the time of the passing of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1867. See Boon v. Howard (L. R. 9 C. P. 309). 

This subject has been considerably affected by the Poor Rate 
Assessment and Collection Act, 1869 (32 & 33 Vict. c. 41), 
see p. 158. (See the Act in full in Appendix.)

The omission of a person's name in a rate is not a ** misnomer or 
inaccurate description." {Rogers v. Lewis ^ 29 L. J. C. P. 85.)

At the first glance it might appear that the franchise created by 
this section merged completely and included the ;^io occu- 
pation franchise. But on consideration it will be obvious 
that certain distinctions still exist. For instance, the £\o 
franchise remains, where the building occupied is a " ware- 
house, counting-house, shop, or other building " (or in the 
very exceptional case of a dwelling-house, in which there is 
no inhabitancy within the meaning of the new franchise), in 
any of which cases occupancy and residence within "seven 
statute miles" (seea»/^, pp. 136, 145) is sufficient. Again, as 
there cannot be **a joint occupier of any dwelling-house** 
under this section, joint resident occupiers of any house of 
the value of ;^io must claim under the ;^io franchise (see 
2 Will. IV. c. 45, s. 29, ante^ p. 137). Of course, a resident 
occupier of a house of the value of ;^io and upwards, and 
as such an inhabitant householder of a dwelling-house, is 
entitled to be registered under this new franchise, and in 
this instance the ;^io franchise is practically merged.

(2) ** Of full age " (see ante, p. 19). 

(3) ** Not subject to any legal incapacity** (see ante, p. 8). 

(4) ''As owner or tenant" See cases under 27th section of

(5) ** Dwelling-house.** See the explanation of the term in s. 5, 

41 & 42 Vict. c. 26, p. 140, with the observations and cases 
under **any house,** in notes to 27th section of the Reform 
Act (2 Will. IV. c. 45) {ante, p. 135). 
The two principal cases that were decided on the question what 
premises constituted a ** dwelling-house,** under the above 
3rd and 6 1 St sections of 30 & 31 Vict. c. 102, are those of 
Thompson v. Ward (L. R. 6 C. P. 327) and Boon v. Howard 
(L. R. 9 C. P. 277). In the former case, Bovill, C.J., said, 
*' It seems to me that the legislature intended to make any 
part of a house, as distinguished from a whole house (in th$ 
sense in which the term * house * had been previously inter- 
preted by the courts), a sufficient subject for occupation, 
provided it was occupied for the purpose of a dwelling, and 
as a separate dwelling in the sense of the occupation not 
being a joint occupation with others of that particular part 
of the house, and provided there was a wholly independent 
occupation, as distinguished from that of a mere lodger, 
and the part of the house was separately rated. The room 
of the present claimant was part of a house, and the nature 
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of his occupation in this case seems to me to fulfil the three Inhabitant 
conditions j and, it being found that he was separately Householders. 

rated, I am of opinion that he must, for the purposes of this 

appeal, be considered the occupier of a dwelling-house, and 
that his premises must be considered a dwelling within the 
meaning of the Act of Parliament." 

The effect of the decisions in Thompson v. Wardj and Boon v. 
Howard f in both of which cases Cook v. /lumber (31 L. J. 
C. P. 71, see ante, p. 140) was fully commented on, it is 
conceived, was that the necessity for actual ** structural sever- 
ance" was abolished by the 3rd and 6ist sections of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1867, and that a room (or 
two or more rooms on the same or on different floors of the 
house) occupied by a tenant, and used by him for all purposes 
as a separate dwelling-house, viz., sleeping, living, and cook- 
ing food therein ; with the sole and exclusive control in every 
way over that room by locking the door and otherwise, and 
which is separately rated to the relief of the poor, would be 
such a part of a house as contemplated by the legislature, 
even though the staircase, passage, and outer door, also the 
ashpit and privy of the house, are used in common with the 
other tenants ; provided that neither the owner, nor landlord, 
nor any person representing him, occupies any part of the 
house, and has no control whatever over the outer door or 
any part of the house. And although the law would thus 
seem to have been settled, still, as in both cases the judges 
were equally divided in numbers, it could hardly be con- 
sidered very firmly or satisfactorily settled until the passing 
of the Act 41 & 42 Vict. c. 26, of the present year, in which 
by section 5, it is submitted, that the above-mentioned view 
of the law has been confirmed ; and that even the fact, as 
some learned judges before considered, of the landlord resid- 
ing in the same house would not affect the qualification pro- 
vided that he had no right of entry, and no further control 
over the tenant's room than if he lived elsewhere ; and no 
more control over the outer door than all the tenants of the 
different rooms had in common. 

(6) ** Has been rated," and** has paid " all poor rates. (See cases, 
under same heads, ante, pp. 144-145, and note at foot 
p. 136.) 

Payment need not be made of the rates by the occupier himself : 
it may be done by some other person for him, for instance, 
in certain cases by the landlord. In Cooks. Luckett (i Lutw. 
432) it was held that when, by agreement between the land- 
lord and the tenant, the former has paid the rates and the 
tenant has paid his rent, the tenant had been bond fide called 
upon to pay, and had so paid the rates within the meaning 
of the legislature. But there must be an authority express 
or implied from the occupier to the person so paying for him. 
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( The Queen v. Bridgnorth, 10 A. & £. 66 ; see also Ainsworth 
V. Creekey L. R. 4 C. P. 476.) And it must be remembered 

that the 49th section of the Representation of the People 

Act, 1867, enacts as follows : — 

30 & 31 VicL 49. Any person, either directly or indirectly, 

corruptly paying any rate on behalf of any rate- 
payer for the purpose of enabling him to be re- 
gistered as a voter, thereby to influence his vote 
at any future election, and any candidate or other 
person, either directly or indirectly, paying any 
rate on behalf of any voter for the purpose of 
inducing him to vote or refrain from voting, shall 
be guilty of bribery, and be punishable accordingly ; 
and any person on whose behalf and with whose 
privity any such payment as in this section is 
mentioned is made shall also be guilty of bribery, 
and punishable accordingly. 

The rates — ^which, under sec. 3 of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1867 (30 & 31 Vict. c. 102), and the prior and 
subsequent enactments to be construed with it, it is neces- 
sary that an inhabitant occupier should have paid before 
the 20th of July of the qualifying year — are only the rates 
made and allowed after the 5th of January of the year pre- 
ceding the qualifying year, and payable up to the 5th of 
January of the qualifying year ; and the excusal of such 
rates, whether made before or after the commencement of 
the qualifying year, does not prevent a disqualification arising 
from their not having been paid or tendered before the 20th of 
July of the qualifying year. — Abel v. Lee^ L. R. 6 C. P. 365, 
explained. {Cullw, Austin, Austin w. Cully L. R. 7 C. P. 227.) 

The Poor Rate Assessment and Collection Act, 1869 (32 & 33 
Vict. c. 41), ** An Act for amending the law with respect to 
the rating of occupiers for short terras, and the making and 
collecting of the poor's rate," materially affects the question 
of the rating of, and the payment of rates in ceriain cases by, 
the owners instead of the occupiers (see the Act set out in 
full in the Appendix). In sec. 19 it enacts as follows : 

** 19. The overseers in making out the poor rate shall in every 
case, whether the rate is collected from the owner or occupier, 
or the owner is liable to the payment of the rate instead of the 
occupier, enter in the occupier's column of the rate-book the 
name of the occupier of every rateable hereditament, and such 
occupier shall be deemed to be duly fated for any qualification 
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or franchise as aforesaid ; and if any overseer negligently or Inhahitant 
ivilfully and without reasonable cause omits the name of the Householders, 

occupier of afty rateable hereditament from the rat^^ or negli- 

gently or wilfully mis-states any name therein^ such overseer 
shall for every such omission or mis-statement be liable on 
summary conviction to a penalty not exceeding tioo pounds : 
provided that any occupier whose name has been omitted shall^ 
notwithstanding such omission, and that no claim to be rated 
ha^ been made by him, be entitled to every qualification and 
franchise depending upon rating in the same manner as if his 
name had not been omitted.*^ 
Questions soon after arose as to the applicability of this 19th 
section to cases not within the 3rd and 4th sections of 
th€ Act (see Appendix) and found their vent in cases of Cross 
V. Alsop (L. R. 6 C. P. 315) and Smith v. Seghill (L. R. lo 
Q. B. 422). In the latter it appeared S. was a collier, and 
resided in a house belonging to nis employers, for which he 
paid no rent : he was not entitled to any notice to quit, and 
the occupation of the house would cease at the time when his 
service ceased. His employers had several houses, and they 
filled these up with their workmen in their discretion, giving 
preference to married men. A workman could not go into a 
house without the owner's concurrence. Some of the work- 
men were single men, and no house was given to them ; these 
got the same wages as all other workmen, but no allowance 
for rent. If there were not sufficient houses, an allowance 
was made to the married men to assist them in paying their 
rent. If a house was vacant the owners would call upon a 
married man to go into it ; if he did not go, his allowance 
would cease. It was not absolutely necessary for a workman 
to live in one of the houses to perform his work. The 
employers of S. did not compound for their rates under 
32 & 33 Vict. c. 41, but paid upon the full amount, and were 
rated to the poor as occupiers of the houses. The overseers 
of the township in which S.'s house was situate were sum- 
moned before justices for that they had negligently omitted 
to enter the name of S. in the occupier's column of the rate- 
book, contrary to 32 & 33 Vict. c. 41, s. 19. And it was 
held, upon the authority of Hughes v. Overseers of Chatham 
(5 M. & G. 54), I. That the occupation by S. was not that of a 
servant, but that of a tenant. 2. That sec, 19 ^32 6* 33 Vict, 
c, 41, was not confined to the cases mentioned in sees. 3 and^ 
but was of general application, and that S. was entitled to 
have his name entered in the occupier's column of the rate- 
book. The case of Cross v. Alsop was commented upon in 
Smith V. Seghill, and overruled on the point of law as to the 
19th section of the above-mentioned Act. 
The doubts that naturally arose from the want of unanimity 
between the Courts of Queen's Bench and Exchequer upon 
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this point have now been set at rest by the following section 
of the Parliamentary and Municipal Registration Act, 1878. 

14. Whereas by section 19 of the Poor Rate 
Assessment and Collection Act, 1869, the over- 
seers in making oift the poor rate are required in 
every case, whether the rate is collected from the 
owner or occupier, or the owner is liable to the 
payment of the rate instead of the occupier, to 
enter into the occupier's column of the rate-book 
the name of the occupier of every rateable here- 
ditament, and it is thereby declared that every 
such occupier shall be deemed to be duly rated for 
any qualification or franchise as therein mentioned ; 
and whereas doubts have been entertained as to the 
application of this enactment, and it is expedient 
to remove them : Be it therefore enacted, that the 
recited enactment shall not be deemed to apply 
exclusively to cases where an agreement has been 
made under section 3 of the same Act, or when an 
order has been made under section 4 of the same 
Act, but shall be of general application. 

26. Different premises occupied in immediate

This section corresponds with section 73 of the Registration Act, 
1843 (6 Vict. c. 18), relating to ;£'5o occupiers in counties (see 
ante^ P- t5), and with section 28 of the Reform Act (2 Will. IV. 
c. 45), relating tOjf 10 occupiers in boroughs. 

There cannot be ^ joint inhabitant occupier under the 3rd section 
of the Representation of the People Act, 1867, otherwise 
votes might be multiplied indefinitely. In consequence, if 
there be more than one inhabitant occupier of a dwelling- 
house, although they be bonAJide joint occupiers, not one of 
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them will be entitled to be registered under tbe 3rd section ; Inhabitant 
but, of course, if the house be of sufficient value to make Householders. 
them each occupiers to the value of ^^lo, they can claim — ~ 

as such under the old franchise. But a person otherwise 
Qualified as an inhabitant occupier as owner or tenant of a 
Qwelling-house in a borough, under 30 & 31 Vict. c. 102, s. 3, 
does not become a joint occupier within the proviso, and so 
lose his qualification, by letting to a lodger the exclusive use 
of a bedroom and i}\^ joint use of a sitting-room. {Brewer

The 30th section of the Reform Act (2 Will. IV. c. 45), as to 
demands to be rated (see ante, p. 146), applies to the new 
franchise under the above 3rd section of the R. P. A. 1867. 
Also the 75th section of the Registration Act, 1843 (6 Vict,

(5) "Such lodgings." The term "lodgings" shall include any

A set of rooms in a college at Oxford or Cambridge is a dwell- 
ing-house within the meaning of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1867, and the occupier is therefore not entitled 
to vote for the borough as a lodger in respect of such rooms. 
The 78th section of the 2 Will. IV. c. 45, which prohibits 
any person from voting for the borough of Oxford or Cambridge 
in respect of the occupation of chambers or premises in any 
college, applies to the new franchises created by the Re- 
presentation of the People Act, 1867. (Barnes v. Peters , 
Perowne v. Peters^ Bakewell v. Peters ^ L. R. 4 C. P. 539.) 
The word (lodger) must be used in its popular sense {per Byles, J., 
idem). " I think clearly occupiers and lodgers, within the 
meaning of the Acts, are distinct, and that no one can be 
both.

(6) "Clear yearly value." (See cases under head "Of the clear

When he obtained leave of absence, 
which he usually did for three months in the year, he used to 
reside at the house of his mother, within seven miles of the 
borough, occupying apartments there, which were always re- 
served for his use. He was unmarried, and had no other home 
but his mother's house. It was held that in the case of an

officer subject to the will and pleasure of tlie Queen, and who Freemen. 

was therefore not sui juris, there could not be such an inten- 

tion of returning as to constitute a constructive residence, 
and, consequently, that the claimant was not qualified. 

In the case Rex v. Mitchell (10 East, 511) was discussed 
and distinguished : the question there (in Rex v. Mitchell) 
was, whether the persons claiming to vote could be said to 
be inhabitants under the charter of the borough. ** They had 
been absent, being in the militia, but they had houses in the 
borough in which their families resided during their absence. 
The court held that they were inhabitants. The present, 
however, is a question of residence, and we must be governed 
in our decision by the decisions with regard to residence. 
I am not aware that there is any case in which it has been 
held, that there can be constructive residence when the party 
has voluntarily incapacitated himself from returning to the 
borough at his own will :" per Keating, J. (Ford v. ffart^ 
supra. See also Powell v. Guest, ante, p. 145.) 

"Provided always," &c. This proviso does not apply to the 
City of London, where the voters must be liverymen as well 
as freemen to be entitled ; and, therefore, although admitted 
by purchase since ist March, 1831, they may be registered. 
{Croucher v. Browne, 2 C. B. 97 ; i Lutw. 388; 15 L. J. 
C. P. 74.) 

"Otherwise than in respect of birth or servitude.'* In the 
borough of Malmesbury, before this Act, the burgesses were 
divided into four classes, the fourth class being called " free 
burgesses," for which the qualification in respect of birth was 
necessary. "Free burgesses," passed through the "land- 
holders " and " assistant burgesses" classes into that of the 
" capital burgesses " (in whom alone resided the right of 
voting) by seniority as vacancies occurred. It was held that 
a " free burgess" admitted before the ist March, 1831, had a 
right to vote when advanced to a " capital burgess " although 
such advancement occurred after that date, for he was origi- 
nally admitted a " free burgess " in respect of birth. {Gale v. 
Chubb, 4 C. B. 41 ; i Lutw. 544 ; 16 L. J. C. P. 54.) 

" Originally derived from or through some person." This pre- 
serves the right not only to those whose fathers were entitled 
to claim their freedom prior to ist March, 1831, but to the 
lineal descendants of all who were entitled to be so admitted 
before that date.

(i) ''So lorg as he shall be qualified," 1. ^., he should not be disfran- 
chised provided the qualification, although obsolete, suffered 
no interruption. When an "inhabitant householder," quali- 
fied as a voter for the borough of Northampton at the time 
of the passing of the Reform Act, subsequently left N. and 
resided in another borough for fourteen weeks, it was held 
that on his return to N. to reside, and claiming as an ''in- 
habitant householder," the claim was bad, as the claimant had 
relinquished the franchise he possessed at the passing of the 
Reform Act. {Jeffery v. Kitchener^ 7 M. & G. 99 ; I Lutw. 
210. See also Stanton v. yeffery^ 7 M. & G. 109 ; I Lutw. 
219.) But where the right was in "inhabitant householders 
paying scot and lot," it was held that the right was not lost 
from the fact of having neglected to pay rates for one year 
only, and being off the register for that year, provided that 
all rates due on the 31st July in the next year were duly paid. .

These lists are now to be made out and revised 
together, under the Parliamentary and Municipal 
Registration Act, 1878 (41 & 42 Vict.c. 26), (which 
see in full, pp. 244-305). The qualifications of 
parliamentary voters and of burgesses, as has 
been already mentioned, are the same for boroughs 
parliamentary and municipal as for those parlia- 
mentary only and municipal only respectively. The 
registration of both is to be conducted under the 
provisions of the Registration Act, 1843 (6 Vict. 
c. 18), and the Acts amending the same, as modified 
by the new Act above mentioned. The Table of 
Duties (p. 233), which it is trusted completely epito- 
mizes the law with regard to the combined regis- 
tration, contains a page reference back to. each 
section creating and amending the particular duty, 
as well as a reference forward to any section of the 
new Act affecting the same. It will be noticed that 
a repetition of these sections immediately after 
the table has been avoided, and references have 
been added in the table itself to the forms relating 
to each particular duty.

Revision. 

The revision of the lists of parliamentary voters 
and of burgesses in boroughs parliamentary and 
municipal, under the Parliamentary and Municipal 
Registration Act, 1878 (41 & 42 Vict. c. 26), will 
be conducted together and in the same manner as 
the revision of parliamentary voters in boroughs 
has hitherto been. See the foregoing table

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CHAPTER 26. 

An Act to amend the Law relating to the Regis- 41 & 42 Vict. 
tration of Voters in Parliamentary Boroughs c. 26. 
and the Enrolment of Burgesses in Municipal 
Boroughs, and relating to certain rights of voting 
and proceedings before and appeals from Revising 
Barristers. [22nd July, 1878.] 

Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited as the Parliamentary short titles. 
and Municipal Registration Act, 1878. 

The Acts referred- to in this Act by short titles 
may be cited for all purposes by those titles 
respectively. 

2. This Act shall not extend to Scotland or Extent of 
Ireland. ^^'• 

3. This Act shall come into operation on the Commence- 
first day of February one thousand eight hundred ™^^* ^^ ^^^• 
and seventy-nine, which date is in this Act referred 

to as the commencement of this Act. 

4. In this Act — 

The term " Reform Act, 1832," means the Act Definitions, 
of the session of the second and third years of 
the reign of King William the Fourth, chapter 
forty-five, " to amend the representation of the 
" people in England and Wales :"

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6. — (i.) Lodgings occupied by a person in any 
year or two successive years shall not be deemed 
to be different lodgings by reason only that in 
that year or in either of those years he has occu- 
pied some other rooms or place in addition to his 
original lodgings. 

(2.) For the purpose of qualifying a lodger to 
vote, the occupation in immediate succession of 
different lodgings of the requisite value in the same 
house shall have the same effect as continued occu- 
pation of the same lodgings. 

(3.) Where lodgings are jointly occupied by more 
than one lodger, and the clear yearly value of the 
lodgings if let unfurnished is of an amount which 
when divided by the number of the lodgers gives a 
sum of not less than ten pounds for each lodger, 
then each lodger, if otherwise qualified and subject 
to the conditions of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1867, shall be entitled to be registered, 
and when registered to vote as a lodger, provided 
that not more than two persons being such joint 
lodgers shall be entitled to be registered in respect 
of such lodgings. 

This section will affect and largely, it is presumed, increase the 
lodger franchise in all parliamentary boroughs. See antt^ 
p. 162, where it is treated in connection with the other sections 
dealing with lodger qualifications. 

7. In every parliamentary borough and in every 
municipal borough every period of qualification 
for parliamentary voters and burgesses respectively 
which is now computed by reference to the last day 
of July, shall, instead of being so computed, be com- 
puted by reference to the fifteenth day of July. 

The term " period of qualification " in this section 
shall include any period of occupation, residence; 
possession, receipt of rents and profits, and non- 
receipt of parochial relief or other alms. 
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This section affects the qualification of parliamentary voters in all ^i & 42 Vict. 
parliamentary boroughs and of burgesses in all municipal c. 26. 

boroughs, and care has been taken to point this out . 

wherever the "period of qualification'* occurs throughout

8. In every parliamentary borough and in every Forms relating 
municipal borough the whole or part of the area ^o registration 
whereof is co-extensive with or included in the j^^o^^L 
area of a parliamentary borough, the forms in the and burgess 
schedule to this Act, or forms to the like effect, lists in certain 
varied as circumstances require, shall be used for bl)rou^^. 
the purposes for which the same are applicable 
respectively, and shall for the purposes of the 
Parliamentary Registration Acts and this Act be 

deemed to be substituted for any corresponding 
forms in the schedules to the Parliamentary Regis- 
tration Acts. 

The said schedule and the notes thereto shall be 
construed and have effect as if enacted in the body 
of this Act. 

All precepts, instructions, proceedings, notices, 
and lists relating to the registration of parlia- 
mentary voters or enrolment of burgesses shall 
be expressed in such manner and form as may 
be necessary to carry the provisions of this Act 
into effect. 

This section substitutes in cUl parliamentary boroughs, and those 
municipal boroughs connected with a parliamentary borough 
(i.e., where the borough is both parliamentary and municipal, 
and the registration of which is especially dealt with in this 
Part of the book), the forms contained in the Schedule to this 
Act, for corresponding ones contained in the Schedules to 
6 Vict c 18, and the other Registration Acts amending the 
same. 

9. In every parliamentary borough and in every Publication of 
municipal borough the whole or part of the area "^J^^P ^^^ 
whereof is co-extensive with or included in the andtel^ph 
area of a parliamentary borough, any notice or list offices, &c. 
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41 & 42 Vict which IS by the Parliamentary Registration Acts 
^^* or this Act directed to be published by overseers 
shall be published by them not only in the manner 
directed by those Acts, but also by being affixed 
and kept in some public and conspicuous position 
in or near every post office and telegraph office 
occupied by or on behalf of Her Majesty's Post- 
master-General, and in or near every public or 
municipal or parochial office within the parish to 
which the list relates. 

All the provisions of those Acts with respect to 
the publication of notices or lists shall apply to the 
publication to be made under this section. 

This section applies to all parliamentary boroughs and to those 
municipal boroughs which are connected wi£ a parliamentary 
borougn.

In case no such person can be found, then the 
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notice required to be given under this section or 41 & 42 Vict, 
under section twenty-eight of the Representation of ^' ^^ - 
the People Act, 1867, shall be deemed to be duly 30 & 31 vict.

premises. 

Any overseer who with intent to keep an oc- 
cupier off the list or register of voters for a parlia- 
mentary borough, or off the burgess lists or burgess 
roll of a municipal borough, shall wilfully withhold 
any notice required by this section to be given to 
such occupier, shall be deemed guilty of a breach 
of duty in the execution of this Act. 

Section twenty-nine of the Representation of the 30 & 31 Vict. 
People Act, 1867, shall extend and be applicable 0.102,5.29. 
to every parish situate wholly or partly within a 
municipal borough whose burgess lists are revised 
under this Act. 

The latter half of this section, commencing ** Any notice," is 
applicable to the service, &c., of these notices in counties, 
and in all parliamentary and all municipal boroughs. 

II. Every registrar of births and deaths whose Registrars to 
sub-district includes the whole or part of any furnish returns 
parliamentary borough or any municipal borough ° eat s o 
the whole or part of the area whereof is co- 
extensive with or included in the area of a parlia- 
mentary borough, shall transmit by post or other- 
wise to the overseers of every parish the whole or 
any part of which is included in the parliamentary 
borough or municipal borough and also in his sub- 
district, a return certified under his hand to be a 
true return of the names, ages, and residences of all 
male persons of full age dying within that parish 
or part, and also when and as required by those 
overseers of the names, ages, and residences of all 
women of full age dying within that parish or part. 

The returns shall state the names of all such 
persons in full (where the names are known) and 



overseers. 
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41 & 42 Vict the dates of their deaths, and the names and 
^' ^^ ' residences of the persons by whom information of 
the deaths was given to the registrar. 

The returns shall be made four times a year ; 
that is say, 

On or before the seventh day of April for 
the three months ending with the preceding 
thirty-first day of March ; 

On or before the twenty-second day of July 
for the period beginning with the preceding 
first day of April and ending with the fifteenth 
day of July ; 

On or before the fifteenth day of September, 
or at such other time before the completion of 
the revision of the lists of the parliamentary 
borough or municipal borough to the area of 
which the return relates as the barrister re- 
vising the same shall appoint in that behalf 
for the period beginning with the preceding 
sixteenth day of July, and ending with the 
time when such return is made, or as near 
thereto as practicable ; 

And on or before the seventh day of 
January for the period beginning with the 
preceding fifteenth day of September or from 
the time for which the last preceding return 
was made, and ending with the thirty-first day 
of December : 
37 & 38 Vict The registrar making any such return shall be 
c. 88, s. 28. entitled to fees at the rate specified in the twenty- 
eighth section of the Births and Deaths Registration 
Act, 1874, in respect of the returns therein men- 
tioned, and such fees shall be paid by the overseers 
as part of the expenses of carrying into eflfect the 
provisions of this Act with respect to the lists of 
parliamentary voters and burgess lists. 

The overseers shall omit from any list made by 
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them the name of any person who appears from 41 & 42 Vict, 
such returns to be dead, and shall allow any person c^' 
who is registered as a parliamentary voter of the 
parliamentary borough or enrolled as a burgess of 
the municipal borough to which the returns relate 
to inspect any such returns in their custody at all 
reasonable times free of charge. 

This section is important, and will afford additional facilities for 
the making out of lists correctly by overseers in all parliamen- 
tary boroughs, and in those municipal boroughs which are 
connected with a parliamentary borough. The same remark 
will apply to the following section. 

12. The overseers of every parish situate wholly List of persons 
or partly either in a parliamentary borough or in a disqu^ified by 
municipal borough the whole or part of the area p^gf, 
whereof is co-extensive with or included in the area 

of a parliamentary borough, shall ascertain from 
the relieving officer acting for that parish the 
names of all persons who are disqualified for being 
inserted in the lists of parliamentary voters or 
burgess lists for that parish by reason of having 
received parochial relief, and the relieving officer; 
upon application from the overseers, shall produce 
to them at such place within the parish, and at 
such time as is required by them, the books in his 
possession containing the names of those persons. 

See preceding note. 

13. In every parish situate wholly or partly Inspection of 
either in a parliamentary borough or in a municipal rate-books, 
borough the whole or part of the area whereof is 
co-extensive with or included in the area of a 
parliamentary borough, the books containing the 

poor rates made for the parish within the previous 
two years shall at all reasonable times be open, 
free of charge, to the inspection of any person who 
is registered as a parliamentary voter for the parlia- 
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41 & 42 Vict, mentary borough, or enrolled as a burgess of the 
^•^^ - municipal borough, and any such voter or burgess 
may make any copy thereof or take any extract 
therefrom. 

By this section registered parliamentary voters and burgesses in 
all parliamentary and in those municipal boroughs connected 
with a parliamentary borough are enabled to inspect the 
rate-books at all reasonable times. It is presumed that 
claimants to be on either the parliamentary register or the 
burgess roll can still only do so between the loth and 31st 
August (compare the above section with 6 Vict. c. 18, s. 16, 
ante^ p. 200), the obvious reason for the distinction being 
that persons can only be claimants for a certain period.

14. Whereas by section nineteen of the Poor 
Rate Assessment and Collection Act, 1869, the 
overseers in making out the poor rate are required 
in every case, whether the rate is collected from the 
owner or occupier, or the owner is liable to the pay- 
ment of the rate instead of the occupier, to enter 
in the occupier's column of the rate-book the name 
of the occupier of every rateable hereditament, and 
it is thereby declared that every such occupier 
shall be deemed to be duly rated for any qualifica- 
tion or franchise as therein mentioned ; and whereas 
doubts have been entertained as to the application 
of this enactment, and it is expedient to remove 
them : Be it therefore enacted that the recited en- 
actment shall not be deemed to apply exclusively 
to cases where an agreement has been made under 
section three of the same Act, or where an order 
has been made under section four of the same Act 
but shall be of general application. 

This section was much required (see p. 159-160), It is applicable 
to counties (p. 17), and to 0// municipal and a// parliamentaiy 
boroughs (see pp^ 11 1 and 136). 

15. Where the whole or part of the area of a 
municipal borough is co-extensive with or included 
in the area of a parliamentary borough, the lists of 
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parliamentary voters and the burgess lists shall so 41 & 42 Vict 
far as practicable be made out and revised together. ^■^^' 
In every such case the overseers of every parish voters and 
situate wholly or partly either in the parliamentary burgess lists 
borough or in the municipal borough shall, on or together in 
before the last day of July in every year, make out ^^^^^ *^*^^ 
a list of all persons entitled under any right con- 2 Will. iv.

Division One shall comprise the names 
of the persons entitled both to be regis- 
tered as parliamentary voters under a 
right conferred as aforesaid and to be 
enrolled as burgesses ; 

Division Two shall comprise the names 
of the persons entitled to be registered as 
parliamentary voters under a right con- 
ferred as aforesaid, but not to be enrolled 
as burgesses ;

(3.) Each list shall state the surname and other 
name or names of every person whose 
name is inserted therein, his place of abode, 
the nature of his qualification, and the 
situation and description of the property 
in respect of which he is entitled : 

(4.) Each list shall be signed and otherwise dealt 
with in manner directed by the Parlia- 
mentary Registration Acts with respect 
6 Vict, c 18, to the alphabetical lists mentioned in 

^' '^' section thirteen of the Parliamentary 

Registration Act, 1843 : 

(5.) Where no part of the parish is situate within 
the municipal borough, the list for the 
parish shall be deemed to be a list of 
voters for the parliamentary borough : 

(6.) Where no part of the parish is situate within 
the parliamentary borough, the list for the 
parish shall be deemed to be a burgess 
list for the municipal borough : 

(7.) Where the list is made out in divisions. 
Divisions One and Two shall be deemed 
to be lists of voters for the parliamentary 
borough, and Divisions One and Three 
shall be deemed to be burgess lists for 
the municipal borough : 

(8.) The lists, and if the lists are made out in 
divisions, each division, shall, if and so far 
as the local authority from time to time 
direct, according to convenience for use, 
be framed in parts for polling districts or 
wards ; and where the polling districts 
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and wards are not conterminous, in such '41 & 42 Vict, 
manner that the parts may be conveniently ^;_ff * 
compiled or put together to serve either 
as lists for polling districts or as ward 
lists. 

This section and the 1 8th (p. 260) contain and enact the prin- 
cipal object and intent of the Act, viz., the making out and 
revising together of the lists of parliamentary voters and 
of burgesses in boroughs parliamentary and municipal. (See 
Table of Duties, p. 233-242.) 

16. In the case of any parliamentary borough in Freemen's 
which any persons are entitled to be registered as and other 
freemen, or under any right other than a right con- "?J.|j ry 
ferred by the Reform Act, 1832, or the third section ^.45! ' 

of the Representation of the People Act, 1867, the 30& 31 Vict, 
registration of such persons shall be carried out ^' '°^» ^* ^ 
in the manner directed by the Parliamentary Regis- 
tration Acts, as modified by this Act. 

As will be seen by reference to the Table of Duties in this Part, 
P* 235, and to Part III., pp. 181, 218, the forms in Schedule 
(B.), 6 Vict. c. 18, with regard to lists of freemen are still 
retained. (And see Note, Part III., p. 198.) 

17. In the case of a parliamentary borough which Provision 
includes in whole or in part more municipal where several 
boroughs than one, each such municipal borough STro'^^f 
shall, for the purposes of this Act, be dealt with included in 
separately and as if each were the only municipal ^'^^^u'^ro'"^" 
borough included in whole or in part in such parlia- ^^ 
mentary borough, and if any parish is partly in one 

and partly in another or others of such municipal 
boroughs, so much thereof as is in any one of such 
municipal boroughs shall, for the purposes of this 
Act, be dealt with as a separate parish. 

The town clerk of each such municipal borough

18. The Munfcipal Corporation Acts shall not, 

as to anything prior to the completion of the revir 

sion of the burgess lists, apply to any bui^ess list 

made out under this Act, and instead thereof the 

Parliamentary Registration Acts, as modified by 

this Act, shall, up to the completion of the revision 

of the burgess lists, apply to every such burgess 

list, as if it were a list of parliamentary voters made 

out under those Acts, and as if the municipal 

borough to which such burgess lists relate were a 

parliamentary borough : Provided as follows : 

(i.) Nothing in this Act shall authorize a person 

entered on a burgess list, not being also 

entered on a list of parliamentary voters, 

to make any objection in respect of a list 

of parliamentary voters, or authorize any 

person entered on a list of parliamentary 

voters, not being also entered on a burgess 

list, to make any objection in respect of a 

burgess list ; 

(2.) The last day for revising a burgess list made 

out under this Act shall be the twelfth day 

of October; and 

(3.) The burgess lists when revised shall be copied 

for the burgess roll in manner directed by 

the Municipal Corporation Acts. 

See note under section 15, supra.

An Act for amending the Law with respect to the rating of 
Occupiers for short terms, and the making and collecting of 
the Poor's Rate. [26M July^ 1869.] 

1. The occupier of any rateable hereditament let to him for a 
term not exceeding three months shall be entitled to deduct the 
amount paid by him in respect of any poor rate assessed upon such 
hereditament from the rent due or accruing due to the owner, and 
every such payment shall be a valid discharge of the rent to the 
extent of the rate so paid. 

2. No such occupier shall be compelled to pay to the overseers 
at one time, or within four weeks, a greater amount of the rate 
than would be due for one quarter of the year. 

3. In case the rateable value of any hereditament does not 
exceed twenty pounds if the hereditament is situate in the metro- 
polis, or thirteen pounds if situate in any parish wholly or partly 
within the borough of Liverpool, or ten pounds if situate in any 
parish wholly or partly within the city of Manchester or the borough 
of Birmingham, or eight pounds if situate elsewhere, and the owner 
of such hereditament is willing to enter into an agreement in 
writing with the overseers to become liable to them for the poor 
rates assessed in respect of such hereditament, for any term not 
being less than one year from the date of such agreement, and to 
pay the poor rates whether the hereditament is occupied or not, 
the overseers may, subject nevertheless to the control of the vestiy, 
agree with the owner to receive the rates from .him, and to allow 
to him a commission not exceeding twenty-five per cent, on the 
amount thereof.

the name of any occupier, he shall for every such omission or 
misstatement be liable, on summary conviction, to a penalty not 
exceeding two pounds. 

10. Section twenty>eight of The Representation of the People 
Act, 1867, with respect to notice to be given of rates in arrear, 
shall apply to occupiers of premises capable of conferring the par- 
liamentary franchise, although the owners of such premises have 
become liable for the rates assessed thereon under the provisions of 
this Act. 

XI. Where the owner has become liable to the pa3rment of the 
poor rates, the rates due from him, together with the costs and 
charges of lev3ring and recovering the same, mav be levied on the 
goods of the owner, and be recovered from him m the same way as 
poor rates mav be recovered from the occupier. 

12. Notwithstanding the owner of any such rateable hereditament 
as aforesaid has become liable for payment of the poor rates assessed 
thereon, the goods and chattels of the occupier shall be liable to be 
distrained and sold for payment of such rates as may accrue during 
his occupation of the premises at any time whilst such rates remain 
unpaid by the owner, subject to the following provisions :
